REMARKS 

Claims 8-22 are now present in this application. 

Claims 13 and 14 have been amended. Reconsideration of the application, as amended, is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 13 and 14 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

Claim 13 has now been amended so that the "housing zone" is no longer recited. Also, 
proper antecedent basis should be found for the "pad sleeve" in both claims 13 and 14. As such, 
it is respectfully submitted that this 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection should be 
overcome. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection are respectfully requested. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges that the Examiner considers claims 8-12 and 15-22 to 
contain allowable subject matter. Also, it is gratefully acknowledged that claims 13 and 14 
would be allowable if the 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph rejection were overcome. Because this 
should now be done, all claims in the instant application should now be in condition for 
allowance. 

Favorable reconsideration and an early Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited. 

In the event the Examiner does not consider this application to be in condition for 
allowance, it is respectfully requested that this Amendment be entered for the purposes of 
Appeal. This Amendment should overcome the current grounds of rejection and therefore 
simplify the issues for Appeal. Moreover, this Amendment should not raise "new issues" since 
the Examiner's suggestions have been followed and this Amendment merely clarifies the claims. 
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Nonetheless, it should be unnecessary to proceed to Appeal because the instant application 
should now be in condition for allowance.
